Now Arizona Tries 


To Pull a Fast One... 


By Randy D. Bailey 


PHOENIX, ARIZ., Jan. 28, 1971 
— Nearly 85 percent of Arizona 
land may soon be closed to use by 
motorcycles. and other 
off-the-road vehicles. 

A bill (H.B. 63) introduced 
into the state legislature Jan. 20 
by Rep. Stan Turley (R) 
Maricopa, will make it “...a 
misdeameanor for any person to 
drive a vehicle off an established 
roadway across public or private 
lands or over an abandoned road 
or trail.” 

The bill defines “road” as “...any 
dedicated federal, . state, county or 
municipal road or street and all 
undedicated roads marked for public 
use by the owner or lessee of the land or 
by a public land management agency.” 

Of 72,688,000. acres of land in 
Arizona, 61,292,459 are government 
controlled; leaving 11,395,541- or just 
15.68 percent of state land in private 
control. 

In a two-hour public hearing 
conducted in the main House chambers 
by the Natural Resources Committee 
(NRC) today, Arizona Republic 
reporter Ben Avery was recognized as 
instigator of the bill which NRC 


chairman Turley introduced in the 
House. 
Rep. Turley told Cycle News 


Tuesday, “I think it’s like most any bill, 
there’s a problem which needs to be 
resolved and you have to. start 
somewhere. But, I don’t know if this 
bill is the answer.” 

He pointed out considerable damage 
was done to the state deer population 
this year by “people who go where 
there are no roads and break the natural 
life cycle of the wildlife.” 

Turley, a former cattle rancher, said 
he is familiar with the damage a 
motorcycle or other vehicle can do to 
grazing lands, but added that no 
pressure had come for legislation from 
the cattlemen. 

Frank Odgen, a member of the 
Arizona Cattle Growers Association, 
said during the NRC hearing that the 
cattlemen had drafted a resolution 
during a meeting of the group earlier in 
the month which said ‘Whereas it is 
becoming a menace for vehicles to use 
grazing land, the ACGA recommends 
the legislature draft a law to halt the use 
of public lands by vehicles.” 

Ben Avery, newspaper reporter and 
instigator of the bill, told the NRC he 
had attended several of the 4-wheel 
drive associations’ meetings and even 
members of those groups said there was 
some need for control of land use.

Avery said the opposition to the 
legislation — people who destroy the 
land — are the real targets of the bill. 

He cited an example of an area in 
western Arizona where he said up to 
10,000 persons were misusing the land 
and destroying it with their vehicles.

were making noises during the talks of 


those in favor of the bill. 

“This is not a popularity contest,” he 
told the mainly pro-vehicle group in the 
gallery. The noises continued, and a 
motion was made to clear the gallery of 
all persons, but Turley told the group he 
would allow them to stay if the 
demonstrations would stop. 

Another state official, Vern 
„MeClutchinson, state Mime Inspector 
said, “I think we all realize that this bill 
is needed, but it does need some 
re-wording to allow for families to drive 
a short distance off the road to camp or 
picnic.” 

Bob Soppeland of Yamaha 
International told the NCR a great deal 
of money is involved in this bill. He said 
millions of dollars could be lost by 
dealers of motorcycles if the bill is 


passed. 

Monday evening at a meeting of 
motorcycle dealers, sand-buggy and 
other off-the-road vehicle clubs, 


Soppeland said dealers should not just 
“sit back and take the attitude that 


government can’t shut down the riding 


areas — they have in California.” 

He said dealers could expect their 
sales to drop 50-75 percent if H.B. 63 is 
passed. This, he explained, would mean 
a loss of more than $6 million per year 
in Arizona. 

Dr. Albert Hahn, psychologist and 
motorcycle dealer told the Monday 
night audience. that motorcyclists must 
realize that Rachel Carson’s ‘Silent 
Spring” has arrived and if motorcyclists 
do not face up to the problem of 
ecology, then they become a part of the 
problem, 

He cited a need for a program to 
work beyond the attempt to defeat the 
bill. The program called Motorcycle 
Enthusiasts Concerned Citizens 
Association (MECCA) would work to 
educate the Arizona public in the 
positive aspects of motorcycling as a 
sport, and as a form of transportation. 

At the NRC hearing, the committee 
voted to hold the bill in committee for 
further study or revision. 

But, Rep. Turley said the committee 
could do anything with the bill — quash 
it, pass it to the next committee, or 
revise it and resubmit it to the House. 

Turley’s legislative aide said the bill 
can be passed from the NRC to the next 
committee and can appear for a House 
vote in a short time. 

The aide said the bill will go to the 
Transportation, Rules, and Judiciary 
committees after it leaves the NCR. 

Lee Moore, motorcycle dealer and 

"president of a newly formed 
motorcycle, 4-WD and sand-buggy club 
association ‘said, “the best way to see 
that this bill is defeated is to write the 
representatives and let them: know that 
we don’t want this type of repressive 
legislation.”

TIME SCHEDULES 


On Sunday, November 29th, 1970, 
an independent survey was conducted at 
Carlsbad to determine rider preference 
on division of the racing program into 
two parts: 1.) Expert and Intermediate 
program (in its zs; in the morning. 
2.) Junior program (in its entirety) 
including practice immediately after the 
Experts. 

Some of the benefits of this program 
include: 1.) Shorter time at the track 
for those that are concerned only with 
one of the classes: b.) Less congestion in 
the Pits; c.) Wives and children not 
exhausted from staying at the track for 
10 hours; d.) Faster processing of 
sign-up as well as less congestion at the 
gate; and e.) Better and safer practice 
session, as there will be fewer riders on 
the track at one time. 

For those people who have riders in 
both classes this will, of course, be 
meaningless because they will have to 
put in a full day anyway. The actual 
changeover to this schedule will be easy 
since for the first few times all 
uninformed riders will still come early 
and no one will miss out on any racing. 

Generally, because of the relatively 
small number of Experts and 
Intermediates, their part of the program 
will be over in about two hours. The 
division of time can take form with 
practice for Experts & Intermediates 
from 8:00 to 8:45 a.m. with racing 
starting at 9:00 sharp. By 11:30 the 
track should be open for Junior 
practice. At 12:00 the officials can take 
a much needed break for refreshments 
and at 12:30 the Junior Program can 
begin with the bulk of the day 
remaining. 

Of the riders surveyed 96% indicated 
they would prefer the new program and 
only 4% indicated they would not.

LET'S HEAR IT FOR 


PROMOTERS 


The December 22 issue, page 4, 
under “Voices” carried a letter headed 
“Disgruntled Promoter” (sic). The reply 
of...ed misses the point. 

As indicated by the promoter, the 
recent purse was $9,000. A one shot 
“good old fashioned 12 start” is not 
going to produce any such purse; it 
takes years of work by promoters to get 
purses of from $2500 to $9000. The 
letter asked, essentially, who or what is 
the AMA? ...ed handled that question 
by ignoring it. 

The statement that the race was 
cancelled at the request of the Grand 
National Champion who represents the 
riders just isn’t true. Number One got 
there by racing and winning. He was not 
elected spokesman by the membership 
nor any part of it. 

What it all comes down to is that the 
AMA administration is really a kind of 
vague and mysterious entity that is 
riding the crest of a řesurgent wave of 
motorcycling popularity. But, and this 
is of fundamental importance, what 
gives motorcycling its visibility across 
the land is not the AMA and its 
domination by manufacturers who want 
a shortened schedule, nor by the rider 
who sings his sponsor's song, but what 
pulls it all together are the promoters 
who take the gambles, guarantee purses, 
chance the weather, and nurse their 
ulcers. 


Every event reported in Cycle News 
had a promoter of some sort (indeed, 
media and promoters are of near parallel 
importance). It would seem reasonable 
therefore that promoters and media 
should be a part of the councils of the 
mighty nobles of the AMA.

NEW BIKES, SNOWMOBILE 
_ CAR FROM BIG ‘H’ 


SAN DIEGO, CALIF., Jan. 28, 1971 — 
American Honda unveiled its newest 
models to the press and dazzled the 
jaded viewers with some remarkably 
sophisticated new machinery for the 
road and dirt. 

Stealing the spotlight was the new 
CB500, a half-liter four cylinder that 
looks almost exactly like the popular 
CB750, but is said to put out 50 
horsepower (about the same as the 750) 
and weighs 100 Ibs less! 

Less startling was the expected 125cc 
version of the popular SL100. The new 
SL125 sports a 21” front wheel, longer 
forks and heavier shocks to make it

Tax Exemption 
In Jeopardy 


By Robert O. Fee 


If your club is a California 
corporation and exempt from the tax 
and the information questionnaire form 
1070 has not been filed with the FTB, 
quick action is required or you will not 
be incorporated or exempt much longer. 

Starting February 1, 1971, at least 
10,000 organizations listed as tax 
exempt by the State of California will 
be suspended for failure to file a tax 
return, report, or pay a filing fee, the 
Franchise Tax Board (FTB) recently 
announced. 

Many motorcycle clubs will be 
included as most of the organizations 
are exempt under the provisions for 
social and recreational clubs, the 
provision most cyclists qualify under. 

The suspensions are a result of 
extensive changes in the law passed by 
the 1969 legislature, and come a year 
after the Franchise Tax Board mailed an 
information brochure to the affected 
clubs. Attached to the brochure was a 
questionnaire which specified return in 
30 days. It was designed to secure the 
current addresses and accounting 
periods for exempt organizations. 

As of mid-November, about 45% of 
the organizations had responded. In 
spite of the 30 days provision, the FTB 
continued to accept the questionnaires 
through the end of the year. Those 
clubs not responding and returning the 
information in 1970 have been assumed 
to be dead or inactive and removed 
from FTB files. 

However, as the suspension will be 
for failure to file a report or return or 
pay a filing fee, rather than for failing to 
return the questionnaire, the tardy club 
might be able to forestall the suspension 
by returning the required tax forms 
preferably early, but most certainly by 
the deadline, Mary 15. 

If your club has less than $10,000 
gross receipts and less than $10,000 of 
assets for the past year or accounting 
period, the club is required to file with 


the FTB an annual Information Report . 


on form 199SF. The fee for filing due 
with the report is $5 with a 100% 
penalty for being late. 

For the club with $10,000 or more 
of income or with assets with a fair 
market value of $10,000 or more, an 
Information Return on form 199 is 
required. The filing fee and late penalty 
is the same, $5 and 100%.

Stamp One Up For Motorcycles 


By Harry Miller 


Since the year 1885, when the first 
successful motorcycle was demonstrated 
by Gottlieb Daimler in Kannstatt, 
Germany, a year before the automobile 
rolled, more than 4400 ““motorcycle" 
stamps have carried the world’s mail. 

They picture rallies and races, mail 
delivery and courier work, military use 
and just plain pleasure cycling. 

The first central government postage 
stamp was issued by Great Britain in 
1840. The mail monopoly system 
replaced a hodge-podge of private 
carriers, local posts and undependable 
dispatch riders. It also introduced the 
“penny post" which brought letter 
writing within the scope of everyone 
and did more to advance 
communication and knowledge than 
any development since the invention of 
the printing press, 

Other countries soon realized the 
advantages of centralized mail control 
and installed their own postal systems; 
the United States in 1847. The mails 
still moved by horseback, slow boat and 
trains, but rates and delivery schedules 
were greatly stabilized. 

But as world literacy grew, mail 
volume increased rapidly. New and 
improved transportation methods cut 
delivery time. Motorcycles, which didn’t 
even become slightly popular until the 
late 1890's, were finally recognized as 
an economical, speedy method of 
delivering the mails. In Europe they 
were employed in large numbers by 
practically every country. 

When World War I plunged every 
nationa into chaos, motorcycles, many 
with sidecars, became an integral part of 
field armies. Dispatch riders on two 
wheels replaced four-footed horsepower 
and the two-legged runners of previous 
struggles. 

Between great Wars, postage stamp 
publicity was refined and extended. 
New | printing methods allowed 
beautifully engraved adhesives to be 
printed in two, three or more colors. 
Inventions and achievements in science, 
medicine, engineering and other fields 
tumbled over one another in being 
recognized. Aircraft, ships and 
explorations decorated the mail. 

With the ushering in of World War II, 
the motorcycle began coming into its 
own, both ruggedly real in the field and 
often ideally pictured on postage 
stamps. 

This wide familiarization during the 
grim war years bloomed into a sports 
revival after WW II, along with a 
popularity that shows no signs of 
waning. Motorcycle sports meets, rallies, 
road tests lead the action and these 
international events lent themselves 
ideally to postal promotion. 

Since the Czechs were among the 
most professional motorcycle people in 
Europe and within Iron Curtain limits 
hold more local rallies and races than 
any other Cental European country, a 
1957 commemmorative marked the 
32nd International Motorcycle Race 


with a fine racing engraving. In 1963 an 
entire sports series of stamps appeared, 
with motorcycle competition leading 
the hurdlers, skiers, and tennis players 
also represented, 

Hungary included a highway 
motorcycle traveler in a 1955 stamp set 
depicting main transportation methods. 
Yugoslavia has issued several excellent 
motorcycle portraits honoring various 
national and international racing events. 
Poland holds competitions as often as 
her government regulations permit and a 
1955 International Race in the Tatra 
Mountains was postally noted. 

“ Many motorcycle stamps are 


special or commemorative 
“motorcycle” stamp, although there is 
plenty of precedent in other countries. 
Baseball, basketball, tumbling, have 
been honored, but to date, America’s 


motorcycling fraternity has been 
bypassed. 

The general criteria for selecting 
commemoratives by Advisory 


Committee charged with the selection of 
special stamps from the flood of such 
suggestions received each year is that 
the usbject be of national interest, 
non-commercial and generally of all 
round merit. Thus, state centennials, 
birthdates of famous Americans, 
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concerned with mail, „particularly 
Special Delivery. Mexico issued one of 
the first in 1919 and her issues since 
have consistently pictured progressively 
advancing two-wheel and sidecar cycles. 
Somali, several of the Central and South 
American nations, Monaco and Bulgaria, 
among many countries, have used 
motorcycle designs on Special Delivery 
stamp issues. 

Our ten-cent Special Delivery stamp 
first issued in 1922 offered a fine 
sideview portrait of a parked 
motorcycle, with a messenger handing 
the fast-mail envelope to a householder. 

The United States has never issued a 


Bean Canyon Victims 


BAKERSFIELD, CAL., Jan. 29, 1971 —

purposes such as wildlife and resources 
conservation are most frequently used. 

But, what a stamp series could be 
designed around the Daytona 
motorcycle runs and those of the 
Nationals at Laconia and Peoria. 

There are rumors that Great Britain, 
most conservative of stamp issuing 
countries, may postally commemorate 
the Isle of Man Mountain Course and 
that the Netherlands may do the same 
for its Tourist Trophy cycle event. 

Meanwhile motorcycles roll on, 
carrying mail by land, sea and air to 
every part of the world. 


Dismissed 


the criminal action,” Yinger explains: 
“Now the DA’s Office in Bakersfield is 
recommending the court dismiss all the 
pending cases for those pleading not 
guilty.” 

The decision does not affect those 
individuals who pleaded guilty and paid 
the fine or those cited recently for 
trespassing under the new California 
Penal Code section 602-M. 

This state law, which only went into 
affect recently, has enabled the county 
to begin restricting off-road use of 
motor vehicles on private land in and 
around Bakersfield, despite the fact that 
Kern County has no ordinances like 
those in affect in nearby LA, Orange, 
Riverside and San Bernardino counties.

One type of land that has theoretically remained available to motorcyclists is the 
desert land which is under the jurisdiction of the Bureau of Land Mangement. The 
BLM is actually a fairly small organization as government agencies go and it has 
extremely limited resources. But it also has an almost unlimited wealth of land, so 
much so that it doesn’t even have a very good idea of how much land it “owns”. This 
unlikely state of affairs is the result of one simple fact: The BLM land is probably the 
most worthless land, in conventional terms, that anyone could reasonably conceive. 

For the most part, management of BLM land doesn’t involve much. The land sits 
there quietly and nothing disturbs it. Miners will dig a hole once in a while, shooters 
will come out and put holes in anything they can draw a bead on, and ranchers will 
occasionally graze a few cattle on the land, if there is any kind of feed. The BLM 
might do something with some of the land if they had any money, but they don’t 
even have enought to have it properly surveyed. Enter motorcyclists and the 
counties. 

The counties have passed ordinances forbiding the operation of motor vehicles on 
private land without the written permission of the owner. These ordinances are of 
doubtful constitutionality under the best of circumstances, but what about when 
they are applied to federal lands (which are in fact ours) and which are under the 
jurisdiction of the federal government? The BLM says that the counties cannot 
enforce the ordinance without the consent of the BLM and it has not given any 
consent. This means that if you are on BLM land and are cited, you could probably 
have the charges dropped or the case dismissed — if you could prove that you were 
indeed on public land. There’s the problem. 

Nobody, including the BLM itself, really knows what land is BLM land, nor where 
it is exactly. So if you’re cited for an infraction of one of these ordinances the first 
thing you’re going to have to show is that you were riding on BLM land which you 
may, or may not, be able to do. A second problem is that even if you know that 
you’re on BLM land, what is to stop the sheriff from hassling you? If he tells you to

take your scooter and truck and move 
out, what are you going to do? Appeal 
to reason, or the BLM? Neither is likely 
to accomplish much when the other 
sides has guns and badges. 

Ever since there became some 
question as to our rights to ride the 
desert the BLM has veen very 
cooperative (with a few exceptions). 
When races were scheduled they only 
asked that they be notified in advance 
of the route planned so they could head 
off possible trouble. To my knowledge 
they have only flatly refused a permit to 
one club and that was because the club 
was going to run across private land for 
which it had no permission. The run was 
changed to another location’ and the 
permit was issued. 

The-one thing that the BLM has not 
been able to do is provide a map 
showing the location of BLM lands for 
riders. Not only have they been unable 
to provide these maps, but I think they 
have been reluctant to do so as well. 
Some places on BLM land have 
ecological values that could be damaged

by subjection to motor vehicle use 
which, naturally, the BLM does not 
want, But if they issue a map showing 
all the places that belong to BLM, how 
do they keep people off those areas that 
need protection? The thinking is that 
it’s better if people are kept guessing 
until some of the questions are resolved. 

The recent ordinances prompted the 
BLM to act. They decided to “open” 
some large chunk of country for cyclists 
use. “Open” means that they will define 
the area and encourage, through 
advertising, its use by cyclists. It does 
not mean that the land has been closed 
or that other BLM land is closed. It 
seems to me an unfortunate choice of 
word, but there it is. 

Acting with far greater wisdom than 
our various country governments who 
simply passed laws with no thought 
process whatever, the BLM formed an 
advisory committee which is charged 
with providing feedback of feeling from 
various involved groups with respect to 
the use of different chunks of land by

cyclists. Each district, (Riverside and 
Bakersfield) has formed a committee 
consisting of about 20 members 
representing every interest known in the 
desert.

One is the 
area that lies between Barstow and the 
Upper Lucerne valley while the other is 
an area known as Johnston Valley 
which is roughly 50 miles east of 
Barstow. This past weekend I was 
invited to accompany the committee on 
its inspection of the area south of 
Barstow, so I hopped on a Norton 
Commando that I had been roadtesting 
for Cycle News and rode a chilly 100 
miles out to Barstow to meet the 
committte at 9 a.m, on Saturday. 

The event was very well organized. 
Jack Wilson, district head of Riverside 
BLM, had arranged for the Hill and

Gully Four-wheel drive club to provide 
transportation and had thoughtfully 
made Xerox maps of the area and the 
route that we were to travel.

Exit of Interstate 15. For the first % of 
a mile we were on private land and Jack 
Wilson pointed out that something 
would have to be done to assure legal 
access to the land. In fact, under San 
Bernardino’s silly ordinance, we could 
all have been arrested! 

The first few miles of the tour 
crossed a fairly flat area that Wilson 
envisioned as a camping/playbike/mini- 
bike area. Off to the left were some 
hilld that would be very inviting to 
trailbikers, but Wilson said. that these 
were on private land and were 
out-of-bounds. Soon we came to a fairly 
good sized hill that was on BLM land. 
We went around it but it could have 
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I 
been topped quite easily on a bike. We 
stopped periodically so that the various 
members of the committee could 
comment on the critical aspects of the 
land as they saw it. Nobody was saying 
very much, Most serious objection so far 
was that the bikes would be visible from 
the freeway and might be hazardous to 
drivers. 

We got into some rougher area but it 
was still not what one would call 
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Although the desert seems barren, it 
actually supports an amazing amount of 
life which must be respected if we are to 
continue our use of the land. Stop 
sometime and look at the various cacti. 
They are really quite interesting. 


competition or very serious rider. They 
caould be accommodated on a permit 
basis, as they are now. This was for the 
playbike set. We came shortly to what 
would be a major obstacle to areas of 
this sort; an abandoned mine shaft (see 
photo). Mineshafts like these dot the 
desert and are a very serious hazard to 
fast or careless riders. Wilson was 
concerned not only about the real 
hazard but also about the implied 
liability resulting from publicizing the 
area as a motorcycle playground. 
Marking all the mineshafts in a large 
section of desert would be a formidable 
job, but marking them once wouldn’t be 
enough, because vandals destroy such 
things almost as fast as they are made. 

On the next stop we had an 
opportunity to see what people could 
do to deface the desert when they really

tried. In a small 
manufacturer had been burning old 
power transformers to obtain the 
copper. The unburnable mica insulation 
covered the area like confetti after a 
parade. A couple of not very serious 
miners had dug trenches and holes 
which others had used for trash disposal 
and firepits.

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New Yorkers Go Wild During Short Track

NEW YORK, N.Y., Jan. 25, 1971 —To 
the music of a bombilating band, 
flourishing of majorettes’ batons, 
celebrities waving, the usually blase New 
Yorkers welcomed professional 
motorcycle racing to the city of mass 
media for the first time since World War 
Il. 

A standing-room-only, turn-away 
crowd of 17,250 saw one of the best 
indoor shows ever presented by the 
AMA. 

Over 130 riders from all areas of the 
country made it into the fifth floor 
arena to try for a share of the promoters 
gold and the Yamaha Silver Cup. 
Leading the 80 qualifiers was Californian 
Keith Mashburn with fast time of the 
night of 8.61 seconds. Right behind 
Keith was four time World Speedway 
Champion Barry Briggs, in one of his 
first attempts at another form of racing. 
Third fastest qualifier was Dalton, 
Georgia’s Ed Salley. 

Eight heats of ten riders fought for 
positions in the semi-finals, with super 
rider Dave Aldana winning the fastest 
heat of the evening. 

Crashing and banging their way to 
other heat wins were Mashburn, Dennis 
Palmgren, Ed Salley, Jim Fortune, Sam 
Morgan, Joe Henry and Jimmy Odom. 

Never has a motorcycle race crowd 


been more enthusiastic. The Garden 
would almost collapse from the cheers, 
even when a rider would get his bike 
started after fouling a plug or making an 
adjustment on the starting line. 

The first semi saw Aldana get a quick 
lead with only Fortune, the Indoor 
Novice Expert from Webster City, Iowa, 
giving him competition. Bob Goodman 
took third and Russell Powell got fourth 
after being set back to the penalty line 
at the start. 

The second semi had one of the 
biggest tangles of thenightas four riders 
rode over one another in the first 
corner. Robert Martin wound up riding 
two of the bikes in the crash into the 
hay bales. Odom outraced Mark 
Brelsford to take the checkers. The 
small polished concrete track held 
speeds down to the point that all the 
crashes hurt only the riders’ dignity. 

The third and final semi saw the 
majority of the Northern California 
riders stacked into this one race. These 
riders, racing regularly at San 
Francisco’s Cow Palace, were the only 
ones who seemed to be able to pass 
other riders without being caught in the 
Roller-Derby-type crashes. Al Kenyon, a 
first year Expert riding a Bultaco, gave a 
hint of things to come as he proceeded 
to dust the field. He was followed across

HOUSTON, TEX., Jan. 29, 1971 — 
Venerable Dick Mann, after trailing a 
hoodoooed Jim Odom for 19 of 20 laps, 
tonight won the TT National 
Championship race at Houston’s 
Astrodome. The largest TT crowd of 
24,800 saw the most exciting race ever 
held in the dome stadium. 

With 91 Expert riders and 102 
Juniors entered for the event, the list of 
non-gualifiers looked like a who's who 
of racing. 

Odom showed he was ready to do 
business as he immediately jumped into 
the lead in the first heat of the night. 
Skip Van Leeuwen, Jim Rice, and first 
year Expert Dom Emde all chased after 
the flying Fremont, California rider 
only to follow him across the finish line. 

The second Expert heat was a 
surprise as rookie John Hateley took the 
lead and kept it for the whole distance. 
Dave Aldana and Dave Hansen took 
second and third spots. 

The third heat was a repeat of the 
first two as the winner took the lead on 
the first lap and went on to win. It was 
Mann, as he just walked away from 
everyone. It was still an exciting heat, 
though, as the race for second, third and 
fourth was in doubt until the finish. 
Paul Bostrom, Dan Haaby and Dusty 
Coppage were mixing it up like the 
ingredients of a tossed salad. Bostrom 
edged out Haaby and Coppage for the 
number two spot. 

The Junior riders put on an exciting 
show of their own with Mike Kidd and 
Gary Scott riding their Bultacos to the 
two heat victories. 

The Expert consolation race 
transferred three riders to the final, 
Dallas Baker and Coppage ran the whole 
four lap event in the first and second 
spots. National Champion Gene 
Romero, who had made the program as 
an alternate, got into the feature the 
hard way as he edged out Chuck 
Palmgren for the final position in the 
feature. 

Scott jumped into the lead 
immediately in the Junior final and 
never had any trouble keeping his 
margin for the whole distance. On the 
fifth lap, Kidd passed second placer 
Loyal Penn only to fall off his bike 
going into the next corner. Roger Ring 
took third ahead of Bill Dutcher. 

The National got under way with 
Odom getting an immediate lead off the 
line. Mann got right in behind him and 
the two proceeded to pull away from 
the field. On the third lap, Rice, trying 
to work his way through the traffic, fell 
in the right-hander after the jump but 
lost only two positions as he hurriedly 
remounted his machine. Mann tried to 
go around Odom at about the halfway 
mark and had his hands full. The two 
scorching riders bumped together 
several times as Mann got around only 
to have Odom dial on more speed from 
only he knows where and take the lead 
back. Mann could never get by again but 
stayed right on his rear wheel until the 
first corner of the last lap. At this point, 
the strain of the hard-fought race told 
on Odom’s machine as the spokes in the 
rear wheel broke and pulled out the hub 
and threw the chain off. Mann motored 
around for the win with the acoustics in 
the Astrodome going apart with the 
roaring of the crowd, some cheering, 
some ohhing for the disappointed 
Odom. 

Skip Van Leeuwen went almost 
unnoticed as he crossed the line to take 
the second spot head of a hard-charging 
Aldana. 

As Mann was being interviewed in 
front of the crowd, with the checkered 
flag draped over him, Odom walked up 
and Dick handed him the flag. It was a 
beautiful gesture and only a man such as 
Dick Mann, who has experienced years 
of both victory and defeat, could have 
made Jim feel any better at the time.

HOUSTON, TEX., Jan. 30, 1971 — 
After experiencing what was probably 
the worst night of his life the night 
before, a determined Jim Odom fought 
his way to his first National 
Championship victory by winning the 
25-Lap Short Track event before the 
largest crowd, 35,452, yet to watch a 
race in the Astrodome. 

Odom, who had spent the previous 
evening in the same position, this time 
had a resolute Mark Brelsford right 
beside him for the entire 25 laps. It was 
the closest National finish since the tie 
at the 1948 Atlanta, Ga. National. 
Brelsford used everything he could to 
get by Odom as the two were never 
more than a couple of feet apart. 

Mert Lawwill had taken an early lead 
as the event got under way and looked 
as if he was going to take the race as he 
had the previous year until his bike 
slipped out from under him in a corner 
on the 12th lap. Brelsford and Odom 
had exchanged positions up until this 
time and after Lawwill went down 
Brelsford broke into the lead. Three laps 
later, Odom pulled by and for the 


remaining distance the two were locked 
together in a duel that ended with 
Odom’s Bultaco having a couple of 
spokes ahead of Brelsford’s 
Harley-Davidson at the checkers. 

Charlie Chapple, a second year 
Expert from Flint, Michigan, fiercely 
worked his way up from 7th spot to get 
third at the end. 

The leaders had the advantage during 
the race by not losing traction in the 
first turn. 

As the qualifications got under way, 
the foreboding of a close race was 
evident as the loss of a hundredth of a 
second would keep a rider from making 
the program. Brelsford set fast time of 
15:10 seconds. Teh qualifications were 
so close that five riders tied for 4th 
fastest time. Riders were given two 
attempts at qualifying and Cal Rayborn, 
who had a time good enough to make 
the program was disqualfied when 
officials said he made three runs. 
Rayborn was very upset at this and 
claimed he had made only two runs. 
Maybe the new number system now in 
effect confused someone. 

Lawwill had the fastest heat time of 
the night when he took the 2nd heat 
ahead of Frank Gillespie and Odom.

The other two heats were won by 
Dan Haaby and rookie John Hateley. 

The first Expert semi saw Lawwill 
jump to a quick lead ahead of Haaby. 
Keith. Mashburn got by Haaby only to 
have Odom come by him two laps later. 
Dick Mann had his luck run out as he 
went down im the first turn. RAce 
veterans could not remember the last 
time they had seen Dick fall off. A hard 
charging Gillespie passed Mashburn to 
finish third behind Lawwill and Odom. 

Brelsford took the lead in the second 
semi but was passed by Hateley on the 
fourth lap. Hateley was out front only a 
few seconds when Dave Aldana, 
working his front wheel back and forth 
in the corners to keep from falling, 
zoomed away with the race. Aldana, not 
having the speed on the straights, just 
brought out some brace and found a 
way around. Hateley stayed in second 
ahed of Brelsford. 

The Junior feature was worth the 
prace of admission as Gary Scott took 
his Bultaco to an early lead. Last year’s 
top Novice in the nation, Kenny 
Roberts, hung right on his back as they 
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The National Champion 


outdistanced the field. Roberts could 
not get his Yamaha around Scott after 8 
laps of trying in the 10 lap race. Finally, 
the young rider just laid the left 
handlebar to the ground in-the corners 
and made it by to take the win. Scott, 
the Junior TT winner from last night, 
finished in front of Mike Kidd to take 
second. 

After the duel of the century in the 
feature, the excited crowd had an added 
treat as five of the nations best TT riders 
put on an exhibition of close TT racing. 
Odom, Brelsford, Van Leeuwen, Rice 
and Coppage raced around the TT 
course, revving and wheeling their big 
machines to the delight of the crowd, 
who stayed glued to their seats even 
though the National was over. 

The experienced Experts were having 
a ball, passing numerous times during 
the event. The two who had just 
finished the duel in the feature race 
suffered some misfortune on the last lap 
as Brelsford went down and Odom ran 
into his bike. No injuries, just some bent 
up equipment as Van Leeuwen took the 
checkers, The riders, after spending so 
much time together in the previous race, 
just could not seem to keep apart.

ride off the road without breaking the 
law. 

One witness spoike in favor of the 
proposal. 

Noise was cited as the chief reason 
for wanting to ban motorcycles from 
the open fields, abandoned 
right-of-ways and vacant hillsides. of the 
city. 

Unless strong opposition is 
presented, the Council will probably 
pass the ordinance at their regular 
meeting this Tuesday, Feb. 9 at 9 a.m. 
in the City Hall at 205 W. Broadway.

1.) With the shock adjusted in the lightest 
position, use a screwdriver to pry down the 
rubber buffer to expose the lock nut at the 
top of the shaft. These operations are best 
performed with the shock mounted in a vice 
for stability.

2.) Pull down the spring and insert proper size 
open end wrench onto the lock nut (on this 
shock it was 17mm). With a bar of some type 
in the top eyelet, back off the lock nut and 
then unthread the top eyelet from the shaft. 
Remove the top eyelet, spring keeper and the 
spring. Also remove the lock nut as it will be 
used on the new shaft. 


3.) With a small punch, peen out the metal 
where the factory staked it as a locking 
system. Be careful not to damage the threads 
any more than possible, you will have to 
thread this cap back into the body after the 
new unit is installed,

When the North American Imports Company started bringing in the 
Mavrick rear shock -absorber from Japan, it was met with great 
enthusiasm by the motorcycle clientele. It had one great advantage over 
any of the other shocks on the market in the fact that they were 
rebuildable. Of. course many of the other shocks were also rebuildable; 
the only hitch was in obtaining the parts with which to rebuild them. 

The company not only brought in the shocks, but brought in the 
rebuild kits in at the same time. Mavrick shocks have become a familiar 
sight wherever motorcycles gather, and they are also standard equipment 
on some models of Kawasaki. | have long recommended that if a person. 
is buying a set of these shocks, that he purchase a set of rebuild kits at 
the same time. That way, should he ever need to overhaul them, he 
would have the parts on hand. If you happen to have a set of these 
shocks and are contemplating rebuilding them but are a little afraid to 
tackle the job, here is a step by step ‘how to do it’ in pictures. 

The rebuild kit consists of a new dampener unit and seal, a new buffer 


rubber and, new top and bottom mounting rubbers. 





4.) When | obtained these shocks, they hadn't 
received any of the special removal tools as 
yet, so | made one up out of some scrap metal 
and a couple of old roller bearings for pins. | 
just drilled the holes a few thousandths 
smaller than the pins on 1-1/16 centers and 
pressed the pins into them. A center hole was 
drilled to accept the shaft. 


5.) The homemade tool is slipped over the 
shaft and the pins drop into the slots. The cap 
is merely unscrewed, Retain this cap as it is to 
be used again. If too much resistance is met 
removing it, thread it back in and clean up the 
threads. : 

Use care in removing the ʻO’ ring as it also 
must be used again. If you do not have any 
specs on how much oil goes into the shocks, 
you should have a clean container handy to 
catch the oil in the shock so that you can 
measure it. The dampener unit may then be 
removed; this is the main component to be 
replaced. Remove it slowly to avoid spilling 
shock oil. 





Dampener tube should also now be 
removed, but use care here alsovas most of the 
shock oil will be retained in this tube. Empty 
the shock unit and clean the unit and tube 
thoroughly. 

After cleaning the units, refill them with 
McKay's shock fluid, or similar (this shock 
held 50cc). A common baby bottle makes a 
very good measuring beaker. Insert the 
dampener tube into the base before pouring 
in the oil or the oil will overflow when the 
tube is inserted. 


6.) Install the new dampener unit supplied in 
the kit, Insert it very slowly into the 


dampener tube and bottom it completely.

7.) Install the thin ‘0’ ring and then thread the 
lock ring down into the body and tighten well 
with the pin tool.
